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The request for reconsideration has been carefully considered and the final office action is sustained. Applicant's argued that the applied 
references do not disclose a centrifugal separator is at least partially rounded in a fixed or fluidized bed. Examiner disagrees since the 
cyclone separators of Mayers is located in the combustor 12, which housed the fluidized bed 1 1 .
